Councilmember Huizar Invites You to Dedication & Concert for Avenida Lucha Reyes 


Councilmember Jose Huizar will host a street dedication ceremony and free community concert at 
Mariachi Plaza in Boyle Heights Saturday to honor Lucha Reyes, a pioneer in the Mexican music 
industry widely known as “Madre de la Cancion Ranchera” (the mother of Ranchera music). 

This event is free and open to the public. Performers include Ezequiel Pena; Juan Mendoza and 
Mariachi Los Camperos de Nati Cano; Jerry Bazua; Mariachi Las Colibrf; Ballet Folklorico Guadalajara; 
Alondra Santos; Mariachi Youth Ensemble and Los Dorados de Villa. 

Lucha Reyes, whose birth name was Maria de la Luz Flores Aceves, was born in 1906 in Guadalajara, 
Jalisco, Mexico and came to fame in the 1930s as one of the first women to take the stage as a lead 
singer in a Mariachi Band. Her groundbreaking path was difficult during an era when women were 
struggling for rights and Mariachi music was widely viewed as a male-only pursuit. Reyes died in 1944 
and is a highly revered icon in the Mexican community for her music and extraordinary journey. 

The Avenida Lucha Reyes designation is part of a $12 million streetscape improvement plan led by 
Councilmember Huizar, working with Metro and the City of Los Angeles, along Mariachi Plaza and the 
First Street Arts corridor. Improvements include new sidewalks, trees, lighting, landscaping, art 
components and street furniture.

I am deeply troubled when Sheriff’s Deputies violate use-of-force and other policies over and over again. 
Management allows this to happen. Yet when I ask to see the investigations into these cases, instead of 
determining how to provide me with access to these reports, County Counsel’s first response is how I 
can’t have it. I am forced to continuously explain my oversight duties and responsibilities under state law 
to my Counsel and to clarify that I am only asking for the Sheriff’s completed investigation—not the 
District Attorney’s files. I’ve even offered to sit in a roomful of lawyers and have County Counsel read the 
report to me as a sign of my good-faith commitment to absolute confidentiality. And still, iNada! iYa 
basta! This week, I insisted we clarify - once and for all - the Board of Supervisors’ authority. My motion 
(introduced at Tuesday’s Board of Supervisors meeting) would allow us immediate access to Sheriff’s 
Department investigative reports - access that is absolutely permitted under both state law and by State 
law AND California Supreme Court precedent. MORE

FIELD UPDATE 
Living Museum

Museum, CD1 kicked off the Inaugural Walking Tour Extravaganza at the Living Museum: Sycamore 
Grove. Over 400 people showed up for four unique guided walking tours by local authors and historians 
to focus on the riches of Sycamore Grove. Charlie Fisher, started the first tour by guiding the group into 
the incredible architecture and history which included the Southwest Museum, the Arts and Crafts 
District, the Lummis House, and the allure of Route 66. 

The Living Museum is a new public initiative to bring Los Angeles to Sycamore Grove, a dynamic 
cultural district in Northeast LA spearheaded by Louisa Van Leer, architect and Highland Park resident. 
The purpose was to help the people of Los Angeles become aware of the architecture, ecology, 
transportation and the five amazing museums all within a short walk from the Southwest Museum Gold 
line stop in CD1. Participants on the walking tours were also surprised with guest artist and musicians 
along the routes. Children participated in arts and crafts at Sycamore Grove Park while parents went on 
the tours. It was a fun filled day for everyone in the family. 

The day was a huge success. Our Council office will continue to partner with these organizations to 
promote the richness of the district. Councilmember Cedillo’s P.E.A.C.E initiative includes arts and 
culture as a central theme to promote economic development in CD1. 

NELA Art Walk 

Councilmember Cedillo was very excited to be able to host his first official art exhibit in his new Highland 
Park field office by participating in the NELA Art Walk. Promoting the arts is a priority for the Councilman 
and he hopes to continue to showcase local artists on a permanent basis. Thank you to all those who 
came by this past Saturday, enjoyed the art, and participated in what we hope to be an ongoing tradition.

The Gift That Keeps On Giving: Blossom Plaza Excavation 


A portion of the Zanja Madre (mother ditch) was discovered during the construction of Blossom Plaza in 
Chinatown. The Zanja used to connect to the Avila Adobe Annex, which is adjacent to the oldest 
surviving home in Los Angeles. 

When the El Pueblo de la Reina de Los Angeles was founded in 1781, the main source of its water was 
the Los Angeles River-El Rio de la Porciuncula. The first settlers took immediate action to use the 
waters of the river and constructed a crude diversion system consisting of open zanjas (ditches) 
(pronounced san-haz). By the 1880s there were 10 zanjas that covered 93 miles. The zanjas served the 
city until 1902, when they were replaced with a system of underground pipes. 

Blossom Plaza developers (Forrest City) are working with CD1 to incorporate the Zanja brick pieces in 
their design, or in the new LA State Historic Park redevelopment. 

KCET has documented the story of the mother ditch quite nicely, including previous discoveries during 
the Metro gold line and State Historic Park excavations. Read the story here. 


Homeless Outreach at MacArthur Park 

On Tuesday, Council District 1, in collaboration with the Los Angeles Homeless Services Authority 
(LAHSA), Rediscover MacArthur Park Alliance, Los Angeles Police Department (LAPD), People 
Assisting the Homeless, AltaMed, Good Shepherd, Pacific Clinics, Department of Mental Health, and 
Department of Public Social Services outreached to the homeless at Macarthur Park offering services 
and shelter to those in need. The event began at Sunset and in the four hours that the event took place 
the outreach teams made contact with more than 23 homeless individuals out of which 8 accepted 
assistance to leave the park. CD 1 commends these groups in their work to assisting the homeless and 
for their ongoing support in future events. 


NEWS UPDATE 

Keep It Clean: How Much is 1,000 Tons 

In the last edition of the newsletter, I mentioned the total tonnage of trash that we’ve picked up since the 
inception of our ‘Keep It Clean’ campaign. However, I left out a zero (0). So, I thought it would be nice to 
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share with you the actual amount we’ve picked up and put it into perspective. As of today, CD1 and the 
Bureau of Sanitation have picked up 1,063 tons of trash, which equals 2.1 million lbs., and cleaned up 
286 alleys. 

How much is 1,000 Tons? 

According to my calculations, a dump truck (pictured above) can haul up to 10 tons. If we were to split 
up the total amount of trash we’ve removed from CD1 streets, we could potentially fill up 100 dump 
trucks. Now, if we were to line up trucks starting from our District Office on Avenue 56, we’d have a line 
of trucks going all the way down to Sycamore Grove Park (don’t quote me on that). 

That’s a lot of trash! 

Getting to Know Team Cedillo: Sharon Lowe 
Name: Sharon M.Y. Lowe 
What do you do for CD1? 

My title is Special Projects Deputy. One could say that covers almost anything within CD1. Primarily, I 
work in collaboration with the rest of Team Cedillo. My focus is finding and obtaining funding for CDl's 
projects and programs. Most importantly, I oversee the coordination of our park, economic development, 
housing, streetscape, transportation, and catalytic projects to ensure that they stay on track from 
concept to completion. This involves working as a team and in partnership with project 
applicants/developers, community service providers, city, county, state, and federal 
departments/agencies to find sources for funding gaps, respond to both anticipated and unanticipated 
issues over the course of the project, such as toxic remediation, community relations and concerns over 
project construction impacts. I am also the primary on the environmental justice issues and policies for 
CD1. 

Where were you born and raised? 

I was born in Philadelphia, Pennsylvania and raised in Philly’s Chinatown. I left when I was 17 to attend 
college at New York University where I received by B.A. in Political Science, and then came to L.A. in 
1977 to attend UCLA Law School. 

How’d you get your start in Public Service? 

My start in public service was as a teenager, when I would go with my father to act as translator to visit 
and care for the elderly Chinese men who had no families to care for them at hospitals and nursing 
homes or to INS to post bonds or bring an attorney to represent restaurant workers who were picked up 
in INS raids on Philly Chinatown restaurants. In high school, I started an after school English tutoring 
program for the new Chinese immigrant children at my old elementary school as the need arose with the 
increase in Chinese immigration and family reunification following the passage of the 1965 Immigration 
Act. I continued to work with at-risk youth in New York Chinatown while in college. I interned at MFY 
Legal Services in New York Chinatown during my senior year at NYU and returned there for summer 
fellowships while at UCLA Law School. Through my work at MFY Legal Services, I developed skills and 
expertise as a welfare and housing advocate, and worked on the development of New York Chinatown's 
initial domestic violence response team and independent union organizing of restaurant workers. After 
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graduation from law school, I planted my roots in Los Angeles and have continued in public service from 
my years in a community law practice to Legal Aid, to working for the City, to going back to private 
practice and consulting for the former CRA/LA and community nonprofit organizations. 

Favorite place to visit in CD1? 

Alpine Recreation Center on Yale Street in Chinatown. Alpine is the City's most active and one of its 
smallest park and recreational spaces. I consider Alpine as the home and heart of Chinatown for our 
very young to our oldest residents. Alpine has provided a safe haven and second home and family to 
generations of Chinatown's youth. Kids, families, and seniors are the priority at Alpine Recreation 
Center. Alpine and the East Wind Youth Foundation have been family to my sons and me during both 
the good and the bad times. East Wind is based out of Alpine, and youth from all over can simply walk in 
and participate in their programs, free of charge to learn martial arts, Chinese lion dance, self-discipline, 
newsletter writing, and peer leadership development. 

What’s the best kept secret in CD1? 

LA Baking Company at the entry to Lincoln Heights from Chinatown on North Broadway. For folks, who 
know me, you know I love desserts (and coffee of course). LA Baking Company is an immigrant 
family-owned and operated business/employer of local residents, and often sponsors and donates to 
community events. It has some of LA's best desserts and a fantastic variety of affordable yummy baked 
goods from breads to scrumptious delicate desserts to fantastic cakes. They also have great 
sandwiches for those who want to have some healthy goodies before diving into the yummy desserts. 

What is your favorite P.E.A.C.E. issue area and why? 

Economic Development throughout each of our CD1 neighborhoods because it encompasses each of 
the other parts of our P.E.A.C.E. agenda. For me, ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT means building and 
revitalizing our communities through quality job creation opportunities; facilitating and creating mixed- 
income communities; activation and cleaning of our streets and parks; making our neighborhoods safe 
to walk, live, play and shop; providing our residents and visitors with exposure and opportunities to 
experience our diverse culture and arts; and combating obesity and the growing food desserts in CD1 
through enhancement of our existing green spaces, creating and supporting new parks and community 
gardens, and thinking out of the box to provide more avenues for urban agriculture opportunities and 
greening our small businesses and eateries. 

If you could solve one major issue in CD1 what would it be? 

Creating quality jobs and providing successful green and technical job training opportunities that will 
keep us from losing our youth, who are our future, to other cities and states. 

What do people not know about you? 

Although I am a staunch advocate for parks and community gardens, and gardening is a de-stressor 
hobby of mine, I am allergic to all that green stuff. So in reality, my body prefers concrete.
